Organizing All Our Man Power 


— 
president is said to he eonnidenng rather favorably a proposal sub­ 
mitted to him by the general staff of the army , calling for an organiza­ 
tio n of American man-power far bey ond any thing ever attempted in our 
kistory . 
The plan contemplates the compulsory registration of every man 
in the country from 18 y ears of age to 50, the sorting of all these millions 
•ecording to their situation and capacity , and their assignment to whatever 
tasks are most necessary for successful prosecution of the war. 


The registry would be somewhat similar to that already enforced with 
regard to men from 21 to 31, for the selective service. 
Every male within 
the age limits mentioned would be obliged to fill out a q uestionnaire blank. 
After that he would be at the disposal of the government. 


Needless to say . there is no Intention of drafting into the army y ouths 
of 18 , nor men up to 50. 
It is considered desirable to obtain dependable 
data on the nation’s full military resources, but that is a minor matter. 
The big idea is to mobilize and organize the nation economically . 


With such a sy stem in operation, the government would be able to deal 
more intelligently and effectively with its industrial man-power. 
Idlers 
o f any age could be given the alternative of working or entering the army . 
Labo r could be distributed as needed among the various industries. 
Men 
co uld be shifted from unimportant industries to those vitally necessary for 
the war. 
Any man of special ex perience or talent could be assigned to 
the war task for which he is best fitted. 


There will be objections to this plan, no doubt, if the government 
undertakes to put it through. 
Many individuals and many groups of citi­ 
zens will fear an unwarranted Invasion of their "personal rights." 
But that 
o bjectio n should not be given undue weight. 
In the face of the supreme 
menace to all human rights, public or private, which now confronts the free 
peo ples of the world, It Is no time to over-emphaslze our normal love of 
perso nal independence. 
This is the time to hang together, to organize and 
y ield to authority , for the sake of preserving all we cherish. 
Even In so 
great an assumption of authority as this, congress and the president could 
no do ubt be trusted not to abuse their powers. 
Submission to constituted 
authority is the paramount duty of every American

So that Is what the twenty -five Liberty theaters at the camps and can­ 
to nments are giving him, and that is what others will give him as soon as 
they are built. 
There is to be a theater in every training place. 
All of 
them are under the same management, all are controlled by the war de­ 
partment, all are clean and decent and comfortable, all aim to please the 
ftrmy bo y s, and all give full value for money received. 


The camp theater is an innovation in the military world. 
Other gov­ 
ernments hav e encouraged camp shows, but none of them have gone to the 
length of building theaters, organizing companies and running the shows. 
The plan is found to work admirably in our army . 
Many of the men are 
enabled to see good, clean entertainments for the first time in their lives. 
And when they happen to be provided with "smileage books,” sent them 
by generous friends, it costs them nothing. 
This recreation is given credit 
for contributing much to the contentment and morale of the training camps.

In the latest supply hill voted by the 
French chamber of deputies, which Is; 
Intended to raise $ 200,000,000 addi- j 
tlonal revenue, there is one curious 
clause that creates a distinct class of 
purvey ors of public comforts., 
A tax of 10 per cent on all pay ments 
for 
lodging, 
accommodation, 
food,

drink in first-class establishments of; 
any kind, in hotels, restaurants, cafes, 
pastry cooks and teashops will be im­ 
posed. 
A list of such establishments 
will be drawn up by local committees 
appointed by the commercial tribunals. 
As compensation for this tax all such 
establishments will have the privilege 
of sty ling themselves "de lux e."

other establishments will, by law, b' 
allowed to call themselves "de lux e.”
